It is related that this pony was a veri- 


table magnet for the discovery of gold, 
silver, lead or copper deposits; in fact, it 
is said that whenever, in going along 
any street, road or mountain path, he 
crossed ground beneath which was pay 
mineral, his hair would immediately 
stand erect, quite on end, "like the quills

It is not an uncommon thing in'the 


Argentine pampas—I have on two occa- 
sions witnessed it myself—for a riding 
horse to come home or to the gate of its 
owner's house to die. I am speaking of 
riding horses that are never doctored nor 
treated mercifully, that look on their 
.masters as an enemy rather thau a 
friend; horses that live out in the open, 
and have to be hunted to the corral or in- 
closnre, or roughly captured -with a las- 
so as they run, when their services are 
required. 


I retain a very vivid recollection of 


the first occasion of witnessing an action 
of this kind in a horse, although I waa 
only a boy at the time. On going out 
one summer evening I saw one of the 
horses of the establishment standing un- 
saddled and unbridled, leaning his head 
over the gate. 
Going to the spot, I 


stroked his nose, and then, turning to an 
old native who happened to be near, 
asked him what could be the meaning 
of such a thing. 


"I think he is going to die," he an- 


swered, "horses often come to the house 
to die." And next morning the poor 
beast was found lying dead not twenty 
yards from the gate, although he had not 
appeared ill when I stroked hia nose on 
the previous evening, but when I saw 
him lying there dead and remembered 
the old native's words it seemed to me 
as marvelous and inexplicable that a 
horse should act in that way as if some 
wild creature—a rhea, a fawn or dilo- 
chotes—had come to exhale his last 
breath at the gates of his enemy and 
constant persecutor, man.—Longman's 
Magazine.

demonetization of silver has lowered prices 
one-half, or as ho aptly expresses it, "one 
yard stick will now measure more than two 
would eighteen years ago."

business, failures, low prices for our pro- 
ducts and our labor, he shows io be tbe in- 
evitable result of reducing the standard of 
value one-half, oud as the people will not 
suffer poverty and bankruptcy, silver must 
be restored to its place as money.

Tbe following 
day he found a woman asleep by tbe road 
side, killed her and took the body home. 
Soon after be killed a friend named Siin- 
plisio, and with the assistance of Francisco 
and Severa ate him. When bin flesh was 
all consumed Simplisio's two sons were 
killed for a further supply of food. Later 
on Basilic and the prisoner killed and de- 
voured Francisco, and finally, Veiria having 
discovered that Basilio had stolen a shirt 
from him, killed him. He ate very little 
of him, however, for he was arrested with- 
in two days of the murder.

Pacific Co. to-diy filed their annual report 
of Us California leased lines. The total 
cash assets are $3,961,000; gross earnings 
$34,859.000; operating expenses $21,970,-

903,000 was expended. The road has 0,- 
731 locomotives, 931 passenger • cars and 
14,441 freight cars. During the year 44 
employes were killed and 408 injured. 
Others, not emplujea, brought the total up 
to 115 killed anj 646 injured.

ONE OF THE FIRST PIANOS MADE.1 


Interesting History of an Old Musical In- 


h'.rament That Baa Traveled. 


Iii a music store on Third street, be- 


tween Marion and Columbia, there is an 
old piano which attracts much attention. 


The old musical instrument is of the 


upright style and is in a fair state of 
preservation, though it is nearly one hun- 
dred years old. 
It has a keyboard with 


white keys for the regular notes, and 
black keys for the sharps and flats, just 
like the pianos of today. These, when 
deftly touched, cause the ancient instru- 
ment to discourse most eloquently. 


No one could tell its great age by hear- 


ing it played on. Its tones are still har- 
monious and tuneful, though, of course, 
it oannot be compared with the best 
pianos of today, when volume or modula- 
tion of tone ia considered. Its front is 
ornamented with wooden scrollwork, 
behind which is a crimson cloth of fine 
texture. The frame on which the strings 
are stretched is of wood, while the frame 
of the modern piano is of iron. The 
double row of keys is followed to this 
day, and the interior construction is 
much the same as in vogue at present. 


The fact that the ancient instrument 


is in such a good state of preservation is 
a high tribute to the old time piano 
makers. They built their instruments to 
last. This ia said not to he the case with 
many of the present pinno manufacturers. 


The superannuated instrument haa an 


interesting history. 
The Nineteenth 


Century had counted off hut three years 
when it was bought by an English gen- 
tleman for his family of the makers, J, 
& J. Hopkinson, of Regent street, Loa 
don. 
It was made in the year 1803 am 


sold in 1803. 
It passed as an. heirloom 


from one member of the family to an 
other until it came into the possession oi 
a branch that left London for America 
in the year 1864. 
The voyage was made 


in the celebrated ship Eobert Lowe 
During the voyage a heavy gale was en 
countered, and the piano was washec 
overboard with other things, but was 
finally fished out of the briny ocean. 


The family that brought the insfcru 


ment to America settled at Victoria, B 
C., and they passed away one by oni 
until only two sisters were left. Finally 
one of these died and the other becam 
insane with grief. Then it became nee 
essary to administer on the estate of th 
sisters, and the piano was sold by orde 
of the probate court. The instrnmen 
then fell into the hands of a gentleman 
named Johnson, who resided in Victo- 
ria. 


In 1869 Mr. Johnson sold the Instru- 


ment to a gentleman who had it in hia 
possession for the past twenty-two years. 
During that period it has been at Porfr 
Ludlow, Olympia, Whidby Island and 
Seattle. Once it was in a fire, in which 
$8,000 damage was done, and it was 
saved. It was moved from Seattle to 
Victoria twice. Finally the last owner 
traded it off for an instrument of mod- 
ern make, giving good boot.—Seattle 
Telegraph.
